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This is a decision on the petition under 37 CFR 1.181, filed February 7, 2007 (certificate of 
mailing date February 5, 2007), to withdraw the holding of abandonment of the above-identified 
application. 

The petition under 37 CFR 1.181 is granted. 

This application was held abandoned for failure to respond in a timely manner to the non-final 
Office action mailed on May 26, 2006, which set an extendable one month period for reply. The 
Office had no record of receiving an extension of time or a reply to the May 26, 2006 non-final 
Office action in application no. 10/685,1 14. Therefore, the Office considered the application 
abandoned on June 27, 2006. A Notice of Abandonment was mailed on January 17, 2007. 

Petitioner asserts that a proper response in the form of an election, an amendment, and a petition 
for a one month extension of time and required fee was timely filed on certificate of mailing date 
July 19, 2006. A review of a copy of the amendment and extension of time reveals that the 
application number is listed as 10/641,559. Therefore, the amendment and extension of time 
were not associated with application no. 10/685,1 14's file. 

Even though petitioner cited the wrong application number on the amendment and extension of 
time, under MPEP 502, " A minor error in the identification of the application can be corrected 
by the group provided the correct identification can be quickly discovered. Examples of minor 
errors are transposed numbers, typographical errors, and listing the parent application number." 
The undersigned believes that a relatively simple review of Office records would have yielded 
the correct application number to enable the Office to match the July 19, 2006 correspondence 
with this application file. A cross-referencing of any of the accurate identifiers found on the 
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amendment and extension of time with Office databases would have revealed the typographical 
errors. 

The undersigned will request that the July 19, 2006 correspondence found in the file of 
application no. 10/641,559 be removed and placed in the file of the above-identified application. 

The July 19, 2006 amendment and extension of time were timely filed. Accordingly, the petition 
is GRANTED , the Notice of Abandonment is hereby vacated, and the holding of abandonment 
withdrawn. 

Petitioner was charged two $60.00 extension of time fees. Deposit account no. 50-2346 will be 
credited one $60.00 fee. 

The application file will be forwarded to the Technology Center AU 3653 for consideration of 
the amendment filed on certificate of mailing date July 19, 2006 and resubmitted with the present 
petition.
